American idea, he said, defensive war- 
fare with the submarine was shortly 
convened Into an offensive campaign 
This plan included the laying of mines 
—hundreds of miles of them—across 
the mouth of the Adriatic, across the 
English Channel and across the north- 
west opening of the North Sea, .also 
the equipping of fleets of vessels with 
depth bombs and other means of rid- 
ding the seas at the nests. It was 
simply a matter oj "going after the 
other fellow iasteal of letting hint go 
after us," Secretary Roosevelt said.
